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[0045] The address locator service 520 may also be located in any network. However, 
to facilitate availability yet again, the locator service 520 may be implemented on the 
Internet in the form of a Web site. In this case, the locator service 520 may be accessed via 
a World Wide Web address or other URL 

[0046] The identity 310, the application 320, and the data services 331 interact such 
that the data access model of Figure 3 is emulated. More regarding the structure and 
operation of the architecture illustrated in Figures 3 through 5 is described in commonly-

[0047] The various components of Figure 5 interact using a messaging data structure 
that identifies the data object that is to be operated upon by identifying the identity 
associated with the data object, and by identifying the particular schema associated with 
the data object. For example, the messaging data structure may identify that the data 
object of interest is the calendar data object associated with identity A. In the event that 
there are more than one calendar data objects associated with identity A, then the 
messaging data structure may also identify the particular instance using a unique identifier 
assigned to that particular instance. For example, perhaps there is one calendar data object 
for work-related items, and one for personal items. In this manner, the target data object 
desired to be operated upon may be uniquely identified. 

[0048] Figure 7 schematically illustrates an example data structure of a network 
message 700 that represent a request for service in accordance with the principles of the 
present invention. The data structure 700 follows a schema so that the meaning of the data 
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
